WRITES NOTE 

In that note he fondly referred 
to the many pleasant memories 
with his family. He said little, 
but among other things he said 
that meal time was a horrible ex- 
perience. 

“T don’t know, but I have figur- 
ed that the men left on Bataan 
wrote notes and these were taken 
by General MacArthur,” opined 
the mother. 

When Bataan fell, Mr. and Mrs. 
McBride presumed their son was 
taken prisoner, if he had not fal- 
len in the battle. 

The parents are looking ahead. 
They are looking for a letter from 
their son—and eventually to his 
safe return home. 

Sergeant McBride is not widely 
known in Upland. His parents 
moved here after the son had en- 
listed and he knows of this com- 
munity only through occasional 
visits.
